Although well advertised, the 27 in attend- 
ance were just about the smallest turn-out 
M@ §.S.A. has ever seen in response to an 
eTectoral meeting. 


After the usual bitch and pet project session 
which lasted for about two hours and got 
nowhere, E.S.A. president Bill O'Mahoney 
divided the assembled into three groups and 
gave each group thirty minutes to formulate 
ideas, programs and specific projects. The 
groups reported back as follows: 


] Philosophy of E.S.A. - 
ey Extra and Co-Curricular: 


That the purpose of the E.S.A. is. to help 
develop the total personality of each student 
by establishing clubs and societies which 
would compliment the students' educational 
and social needs. 


That the purpose of the E.S.A. should further 
include the development of an outside image 
which would make the business world aware 
of the invaluable contribution the evening 
student is making to his employer by upgrading 
his skills and keeping abreast with the latest 
trends in the field of learning. 


That the E.S.A. can make an invaluable con- 
tribution to the student by making his stay at 
Sir George as pleasant and strifeless as pos- 
sible, by acting as a buffer between the stu- 
dent and the administration and suggest and 

recommend to the administration changes and 


improvements which will make learning easier 


and more enjoyable. 


That the forgotten evening student is the 
family man, and that the E.S.A. needs to 
develop social functions for married evening 
students and their families. 
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2 Communications: 


This group recommended that the present 
staff of "the paper" be enlarged (Amen!) 


That "the paper" be published at regular 
intervals. 


That posters, billboards, etc., be done by 
outside professionals, saving time and em- 
barrassment over unprofessional work. - 


That a periodic letter, over the signature of 
the president, be mailed to each evening 
student, informing him of what is heppening. 


That the electoral college be called into 
meeting at least once every two months. 


3 Finances: 


this group recommended that a comittee of 
seven members be set up which will review 
and offer recommendations on suggested ex- 
penditures. 


That no one individual can spend E.S.A. 
money without the OK of this committee. 
That anyone doing otherwise be personally 
liable for the unauthorized monies spent. 


That the financial board has a responsibility 
not only to the E.S.A. but to all evening 


students in eliminating unnecessary expenses. 


It was further agreed that the E.S.A. invite 
prominent business leaders to accept seats 
On an advisory board in order to counterbal- 
ance the advisory function of the faculty and 
administration. 


When the meeting adjourned at 5:30 p.m., 
all present felt that a great deal had been 
accomplished and that the E.S.A. was mov- 
ing again.

REFLECTIONS: 





One of the most disappointing aspects of 


campus life at Sir George over the past few 
years has been the almost complete lack of 
involvement of the evening student in extra 
and co-curricular activities. 


’ That this should be so, is indeed a sad re- 
- flection on the selfish times we live in. 


Really, the evening student is cheating him- 
self out of an experience which will enrich 
his life and enable him to look back a few 
years henceandsay: "My years at SirGeorge 
were the best years of my life". 


True, the E.S.A. has not been an efficient 
force for sometime now, but this has been 
mainly due to a complete lack of manpower. 
How much can 10 or 12 people do? Andsince 
those who have volunteered their services 
were mainly young, single activists, the pro- 
grams they put forward often had little appeal 
to the majority of the evening student popu- 
lation. 


Actually, the differences in age, experience 
and maturity between evening students are on 
the whole vastly greater than those between 
the average evening student (mean age 24 years, 
single) and the average day student (mean age 
19, single). 


The reasons for going to Sir George vary great- 
ly among evening students also. Whereas a 
day student attends Sir George in order to re- 
ceive a degree which will be his key toa better 
future, the evening student may only attend 
to take in a few specific courses which inter- 
est him. Very seldom do evening students go 
on to a degree. After all, it takes about 7- 10 
years to do so, depending how hard you work 
at it. 

And this is where the rub comes in. 
Evening students, more than any other, 
need constant encouragement to keep plug- 

ging away, to keep the goal in mind. How 
easy it is to slip up, to stay home and 
watch TV, to go out and have a few beers 
with the boys at work, or just sit around 
andbullingeneral. By becoming involved 

in the extra or co-curricular activities, 
however, the evening student associates 
with those who share the same hopes, 
ambitions and who have set their goals 

high. Better the evening student spend 

2-3 hours a week in co-curricular activ- 
ities than associate with work-mates, friends, 
relatives and others, who do not understand 
his desire for self-improvement and only 

tend to belittle it.

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 


They come from every rank and walk of 
life. They are workers, professionals, 
and some who are interested only in 
self-betterment. Some are married, some 
are single, but married or single, 
worker or not, they have one ever- 
enduring goal. That goal is the obtain- 
ing of-a higher education. 


There are many factors which influence 
this goal. These factors may vary from 
the crying of a child in the week of 
examinations to the legislations of 
government far from the quiet study or 
the weeping child. Big things and small 
may seriously affect the student in the 
Evening University. He is unique in his 
aims, in his goals, and in his methods 
of obtaining them. It is this very 
uniqueness that calls for a special 
type of government for evening students-— 
a government composed of, dedicated 
towards, and financed by evening 
students. 


The Executive Council of the Evening ; 
Students Association is such a 

overnment. It is responsible to and 
directed towards the aims, gaols, and 
aspirations of evening students. It 
serves only the needs of evening students 
and its interest is only in the better- 
ing of conditions for evening students 
within the limits of the campus, the 
promotion of the evening student to the 
public at large, to government, to 
employers, and to any facet of the public 
which may in any way aid the evening 
student. How does this work? Well, a 
typical example can be found in events 
surrounding the recent fees charged to 
the evening student ($8.00). Initially 
the student governments were approached 
by the university and presented with 
the university budgets. These budgets 
were then studied by the respective 
executives, across-the-board cuts were 
made, and the temporary charge was found 
to be the most effective method of 
supplying the deficit. I might add that 
the charge was made due to the fact that 
the Quebec government did not live up to 
the recommendations of its own subcommitee. 
Once the fee was officially announced, the 
president of the Evening Students Associa- 
tion issued a press release protesting in 
the bitterest terms the necessity of such 
an increase and directed the cause to 

the source of the problem,. that is the 
discriminatory policy of the Quebec 
government. 





The association, however, is geared not 
to protest, but to positive action. At 

a suggestion from an evening student 
given during registration in relation to 
the attitude of his company in the payment 
of fees, we contacted the Personnel Asso- 
ciation, which has a listing of 500 
companies. We will also have publicity 
directed to the personnel managers 
coming from their own official publi- 
cation. This is one of the ways in which 
your association can help you. We can 
also assist you in meeting businessmen 

in your own profession; we can change the 
policy of the university if you present 

a valid case in terms sufficiently 
strong. 


THIS IS YOUR UNIVERSITY, and to quote a 
respected official of the university, 
"all the facilities are geared toward 
the evening division". Find out about 
your association. Bring to it your ideas, 
your complaints, your problems. Let us - 
hear from you the student. You are the 
person who gives the association 
meaning. You, by virtue of your status 
as an evening student, are a member of 
the association. The members of the 
executive are not a clique dedicated to 
their selfish interest. They are evening 
students, workers, some married, some 
single. Approach them, contact them, 
speak to them, write to them. Let us hear 
from you, the evening.student. 


Let us hear from you and try to give at 
least one-half hour per week of your 
valuable time to the association which 
can aid you in so many ways. You are 
the association.

Faculty of Arts Report - by 
S. Le Clay

My purpose in writing this report is to 
give the Arts Faculty evening student a 
brief outline ‘of progress and tenvstive 
plans for the future. 


As I sataed in my remarks to the 
Electoral College in February, I have 
always visualized the E.S.A. to mean 
enterprise, self-help, and academic 
improvement, and it is towards these ends 
that I have endeavoured to shape any 
program for the 1968-69 academic year. 


Due to the failure of any student 
survey to materialize during regis- 
tration, I am forced to assume that these 
aims will meet the desires of the 
majority of evening students. At the 
moment, I have only the opinions of a 
small minority to support the belief 
that the majority of evening students 
attend this university to obtain 
educational improvement and economic 
advancement in their particular 
occupation. We do not have the time 
for’ the "frills" of university life; 
therefore, any efforts taken towards 
the increased efficiency of the 
academic standards of the university 
deserves our support. 


In the realm of political action I 
think we can leave the "demonstrations" 
to the radical outbursts of our fellow 
students, who have experience in 
raising a"tempest in a tea-cup". Only 
in the field of Quebec government 
university grants do we have to raise 
our voice to fill the vacancy left by 
the "pepsi generation" who seem to 
show a complete lack of interest in 
the racial discrimination policies of 
English-French student grants. 


As one day student remarked when I 
questioned him about thisilack of 
interest: "It's all right to demon- 
strate against the racial policies of 
the United States, they can't touch us, 
but here we might run into opposition." 
It has been said that this shows a 
lack of maturity, and that we need a 
few more St. Leonard housewives to 
show them the way. But I would never 
believe that youth of today lacks guts, 
and wish only to demonstrate against 
the institution, which after all, is 
giving them the security and advance- 
ment that many "housewives" never had. 


Our main ettiorts then should be directed 
towards the academic side of student 
life; towards easing the work load of 
the student and conserving our most 
precious commodity: TIME. Towards this 
end four main projects have been 
discussed: - student research and 
information service 

- conference leaders 

- study sessions 

—- extended library services 


And it is hoped that within these 

areas your funds can be put to good use. 
I have made initial enquiries to 
members of the faculty and library de- 
partment and find that they are very 
willing to assist and cooperate in any 
project we wish to implement. 


All that remains is for you, the 
students, to express your views and 
preferences as to what type of assist- 
ance you need. It may well be that you 
have some ideas. These are urgently 
required and would be most welcome. 


I should like to issue one word of 
caution. It is obvious that any 
program we initiate will be restricted 
in the beginning. We cannot at this 
time rush into any large-scale under- 
taking in the hope of pleasing every- 
body and finish by satisfying nobody. 
We can only hope that the experience 
we gain this year will enable us to 
extend our activities next year.

In essence then: our main policy should 
be towards student assistance. 

Towards a better return on your four 
dollar investment, instead of the old 
traditional student policy of: "trips 
to Baltiuore for the boys".
